STILL AT LARGE.

No Trace Yet of the Two Express 
Robbers.

A Curious Controversy Which Has 
Grown Out of the Case—Mr. Batler 
Declines to be Made a Scapegoat—Ar- 
rests Made To-Day. 


The Pacific Express Company is still in a very 
unpleasant state of uncertainty as to the where- 
abouts of the $70,000 which@iller dragged away 
on Sunday afternoon, and the detectives are be- 
ginning to grow hollow-eyed, as a result of*their 
vigils. Early this morning large placards were 
scattered by thousands through all parts 
of the city, ana sent in packages to 
all towns within a radius of several 


hundreas of miles, giving a description of the 
rapid youth, and offering a reward of $65,000 for 
the capture of him and his newly acquired estate, 
Up to 2 o’clock this afternoon nothing had been 
learned as to bis route of travel or traveling 
companion. An unpieasant little side issve has 
grown oui of the case, which originated from an 
accidental remark, and which has engendered an 
unnecessary amount of unkindly feeling. When 

r. Fuller gave a statement of the robbery to the 
morning papers ata late hour on Sunday night 
one of the reporters asked a question as to how 
long Mr. Tiller had been employed by the com- 
pany. Mr. Fuller,as a matter of information, 
replied that he had been employed by the previous 
agent, Mr. ‘emple, having no disposition, as he 
Ng ye asserts, to make any reflection upon 
Mr. Lg in the premsies. One of the papers 

rinted the statement and Mr.Temple interpreted 
t as an effort to shift some of the responsibility 
for the company’s misfortune upon him. 
He felt quite indignant about it, and iw 
defense of himself, as he thought, indulged in 
some ‘remarks to the effect that he was amazed 
that Tiller had ever been given an opportunity to 
Steal any money, saying that he would never 
haye allowed the yuung man to discharge the re- 
sponsible duties of money clerk, This staiement, 
in turn, provoked Mr. Butler, Mr. Templie’s 
successor, who regarded it as a trifle malicious, 
a as intended asa criticism of his administra- 

on, 

“I have no disposition,” said he, this morning, 
“to enter into auy controversy with Mr. Tempie 
«bout this matter, but, in justice to both myself 
and the company, I teei bound to call attention 
to the peculiar attitude he has assumed 
in this case. He acknowledges that 
he received a letter long «go from 
Mr. Tliler’s father, which warned him that the 
young man was a bad egg, yet he retained him in 
the employ of the company and put none of the 
other representatives of the company 

ON THEIR GUARD 
against Tiller. When I succeeded Mr. Temple I 
Was a stranger to him, and he certainly could not 
have any idea that I had anything to do 
with his removai, yet the only information he 
vouchsafed was that his key was in his desk, and 
I had to post myself on the company’s affairs as 
best lcould, If he had such information as he 
represents concerning Tiller it seems very 
strange that he did not apprise me orit. I could 
only judge of the employes ia 
office y the record they had made 
while here, and finding that Tiller had done good 
work for three years, | had no reason to think 
anything but well ui him. Not only did he not tell 
me, however, of his suspicions, but he did not 
communicate them to Mr. Rose, his chief clerk, 
on whom it devolved to assign the 
men their work. Mr. Rose evidently 
consiaered Tiller trustworthy, because it was 
he who assigned the young man lo act as a money 
clerk one Sunday in every five. You must unde:- 
stand that Tiller was not a money clerk, but only 
a check-cierk, just as he was when he was first 
employed, in orderto enable the money clerks 
to enjoy thelr Sundays as often as _ possibie, 
however, it was determined’ to 
assign a check clerk to 
act in that capacity every fifth Sunday. Ordi- 
narily the subordinate clerks do pot covet that 
assignment, because it means more work and re- 
sponsibility without any additional rerouneration. 
‘Liller, however, maniiested a great desire to get 
the assignment, explaining that he wanted to 
learn all parts of the business. I imagine that 
even then he was contemplating the crime which 
wrens J perpetrated, he four money clerks 
objected at first to naving Tiller alternate with 
them In Sunday work—not because they thought 
him dishonest, but because while they knew and 
trusted each other in the handling of the money 
packages Sunday after Sunday, they did not feel 
80 ready to take the chances ona clerk who was 

NOT ONE OF THEIR NUMBER, 
and who So far as their business Connections were 
concerned, Was a comparative stranger to them. 
They at first said they would rather work every 
fourth Sunday than take such chances 
in order to make it every fifth 
Sunday. They finally consented to the arrange- 
ment, however, and Mr. Kose assigned Mr. Tiller 
to that duty. Now Iam informed that this as- 
sigument was made before Mr. Temple went out, 
and that Tiller had served as a money clerk once 
or twice on Sunday before I came in. 
however, I am not yet 
Anyhow, when I came into this 
which was strange to ime, neg accepted 
the old employes as worthy of trust, Jecause itis 
the company’s policy to employ none but men of 
integrity, eventothe humblest position, as the 
sysiem of promotion brings the subordinate 
clerks to positions of: responsibility event- 
ually. I tola’Mr. Rose, who knew all the 
employes, that I would be glad to listen to his rec- 
ommendations, and if Mr. Temple had informed 
him of the questionabte character of an employe 
whom he had retained fur three years, it is rea- 
sonable to suppose that he would not have as- 
sigued him to such responsible work. Io fact, I 
think Mr. Temple’s course iu reflecting on the 
present administration is in very bad taste in 
view ofthe very facts which he himself pre- 
sents.”’ 

THEORIES. 

The popular theories as to what has becorhe of 
Tiller ure varied and interesting. , The large re- 
ward aud the unique character of the robbery 
have set all grades of intellect to work, and they 
are working right hard. By some it is 
held that he ahd his confederate bought 
a horse and buggy and drove with 
thel® spoils directly intv the country, continuing 
their travels in that way to some large city, and 
thus avoiding the scrutiny to which they Knew all 
train passengers would be subjected, By others 
it is held that they hired a hack and were taken 
to some station, but the police have canvassed 
the city on that theory and have learned of no 
such service being performea by a, hack.

Three Street Car Companies Fight- 
ing for Its Possession. 


The Council to Determine Which Road 
Shall Have It—The Cable Road Co.'s 
Claim—Mr. John N. Straat’s Well-Put 


Points. 


The City Council has a very nice question in- 
street railroads pefore it at present. Itis that of 
determining to which of three projected roads 
they will give permission to lay tracks on La- 
clede aveaue. Last Tuesday evening the House 
of Delegates passed the Cable road bill, which 
gives the incorporators of that road permission to 
lay its tracks on Laelede avenue from Grand to 
Forest Park. Just after the bili had been read 
for the first time in the Council Friday night, Mr. 
Stone of the Committee on Rai‘roads reported 
the Missouri Railway extension bill, giving the 
Missouri Raiiway Company permission to extend 
its line to Forest Park via Laclede avenue. The 
Missouri road representatives had been endeavor- 
ing all afone to extend their line ‘on 


either Lindell or Baker avenué. At first they 
wanted Lindell avenue, but when they found they 
could not get that street they concluded to be 
satisfied with Baker avenue. ‘They woulda not 
take Laciede avenue under any circumstances. 
lt would net pay tuem. Accordingly the House 
of Delegates gave them permission to lay their 
tracks on Baker avenue. When the bill as passed 
by the House came up before the Council Commit- 
tee on raliroads there were present a large number 
of Baker avenue property-holders, who objected 
in the strongest terms to the giving over of their 
future handsome boulevard toa slow . borse-rail- 
Way, and their objectious haa such weight with 
the Committee that when the bill Was reported to 
the council the

from Baker avenue wo Laciede avenue. There is 
still another bill before the council 
asking for Laclede avenue, and it will 

robably come up tonight for passage. 

t is the Forest Park.Southern Hotel and Laclede 
Raiiway bill, and it asks permission to build a 
direct road from the Southern Hotel to Forest 
Park, running straight out Walnut street and La- 
clede avenue to the oe. This bill is bow ready 
for passage. The Missouri Railway e@xtensiou 
bill is made the special order for to-night. The 
Cable Roaa bill comes up a-bad third, kicking 
vigorously against the action of the Council in 
aiiowing avy hearing to the Missouri Railway 
Company’s Ya. Pomme to take Luclede avenue. 
The Cabie Road people feel greatly aggrieved that 
the Missouri Company should obtain a hearing 
before them when the question of occupying La- 
clede avenue comes up, Claiming that as, trom tue 
first, they (the Cable Road on ag were Willing 
to take Laciede avenue, while ibe Missouri Coin- 
pauy objected to it, they should now be given a 
hearing beltore the objecting road. The Missouri 
Ruilway Company, seeing that they have ho 
vther aiterna.ive than to take Laclede avenue are 
verv willing to take that street belure none at all. 
To ab Ordinary Observer it Would appear that the 
Cable Road Company have the strongest claim to 
Laciede avenue, as they have been a long time be- 
fore the Assembly asking the right to lay tracks 
On that street. Besides, itisa great enterprise, 
w ould give far beiter facilities for reaching For- 
est Park and isa necessity io St. Louis. Lf the 
Council turns Laclede avenue over to the Mis- 
seuri Raiitway Cumpany it will strangle the cable 
road, which cannot then fidtd a decent route to 
Forest Park. 

THE ONLY ARGUMENT 

that offers in favor of the Missvuri Railway Com- 
pauy its that if alfranchise is given it to extend its 
tracks, as is asked, the extension wiil be com- 
pieted in time to take pecple to the 
park this summer, as the road wiil 
have to give bonds to Nave every- 
thing m shape and cars running by the Ist of 
August, this year. Mr, Maffitt, president of ghat 
road,said this morning that that could be done. He 
said that he did not kKuow uniil haif an bour be- 
fore his bill Was reported tuat the Committee of 
the Council had changed the route to Laciede av- 
enue. It was impossible, he said, to get the prop- 
erty owners on Lindell or Baker avenue to con- 
sent to a proposition froma street car company 
to lay tracks on either Of those sireeis, ana the 
only recourse left Was to take Laclede avenue. 
He said he wuuid be satisfied with Laclede ave- 
nue. The Missouri Raliroad Company will no 
doubt succeed in getting its bill passed, as the 
Assembly is very partial to existing street railway 
companies, and very prejudiced against roads 
projected by outsiders. The Council) will certainly 
regret its action suouid it Kill off the Cable road bill 
ut this stage of the proceedings, aud it wouid do 
well to move slowly in the matter of deiermining 
to which of the three rouds above-mentioned the 
use of Laciede aveuue shall be given. Mr. Jobn 
N. Straat, who represents the Cable ad Com- 
pany, in conversation this morning, Made several 
strong points infavor of bisroad. Said he: “If 
the Cable road is permitted to go out into that 
territory it would give such facilities for rapid 
travel tuat it would iessen the crowding of pas- 
sengers on Olive street and Washington avenue 
cars, Which evil is growing with the population. 
Again, if a cable rvad is put down as We propose 
it will necessitate the changing of two or three 
horse railways to Cable roads tbat will increase 
railroad facilities in the interest of the people; 
that is to say ifwe put down our road as pro- 
jected it will not be two years before the Olive 
street road, to protect its own business, will Lave 
to change to a cable road system. Tne same 
reason would compel the Washington avenue 
line to come toacable system, and tbat would 
eventually force the Franklin avenue iine toa 
cable system. Now, thatis where the great ad- 
Vantage to a COmmunity in having a cavle road 
comes ib, and the reason the street railroad com- 
panies are fighting us so vigorously is that they 
don’t Waut to Make these cuanges. The growtn 
of the population of St. Louis is greater than the 
growth of raiiWay accommodations and the evil 
of crowded cars is bound to be constantly betore 
us unless we give new railways a chanee. A 
cable road will solve the problem ot crowded 
cars.’

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LORD THYNNE’S 


An Bvent Which Recalls an Old 
Scandal, 


Lew Life Among High-Toned People— 
A Cowardly Attack. 


The death of Lord Edward Th which 
is reported in English papers Lat band.es 
naving occurred at Laverstock, near Salis- 
bury, om the 4th inst,, will recall the ‘Town- 
shend-Tbyanne of some PP ecw since. 
The Marquis Townshend in 1 married a 
school-girl of 17. Her husband was devoted 
to her, but he was no less devoted to the phi- 
Janthropic labors with which his name is 
associa’ed. In these labors the lady bere no 
share. She wasnt wanting in heart, but 
she couid not make the c@re of the poor the 
absurbing interest of her life. And she had 
no great womanly ambition of ~ other 
kind. Her leisure was a torment to her,and 
so she tried to make an occupation of amuse- 
ment. Sheentered with an acquired zest 
into all the elegant dissipation of English 
fashion, and, unfortanately, without a hus- 
pand for ber companion. The marquis was 
too weakly indulgent of her tastes. From 
the outset of their marriage fate had decreed 
their separation in heart and mind, a divorce 
more ipfinitelyeomplete than those kindred 
judgments of thelaw which affect only the 
ody and the estate. The husband went 
one way, the wife another; the one needed 
no other companionship than that of his own 
high thoughts; the other had no such inner 
resources against solitude, and she found a 
Lord Thynne. 
’ Insolvency had driven Lord Thynne from 
Engiand, and he went te Paris as naturally 
as a consumptive patient seeks the air of the 
South. He subsisted on a slender allowance 
of some £500 a year, provided mainly by the 
bounty of his sister, and on some remains of 
his wife’s property. He was accompanied in 
exile by his wife,, and her unspotted name 
was a passport for both to the most brilliant 
society of the French capital. His tall, slen- 
der form was a familiar sight at Musard’s 
and at the skating club, and, although he 
was verging on 60, he was distinguished by 
his erect bearing and his dandyish air among 
the men who attended his. imperial recep- 
tious, He was one of those born Lotharios 
who cannot cease to dazzie until they cease 
tolive. His hair was of silvery whiteness, 
but if it had been black as night he could not 
have trimmed it with a mere coquettish air. 
He was the idol of many ladies, and he 
counted among his conquests not only the 
danghterof an English nobieman, but the 
wife. Each received his yisits to the family 
on her own account, and both were the sport 
of the acquaintances to whom they revealed 
their secret in turn. But the mother at last 
surrendered het supposed interest in him by 
eloping with another man, the Capt. Gordon 
whose final exploit was the assassination of 
an italian lady and of himself at Naples the 
other day. Such was the foreign society of 
Paris in 1866. 

But Lord Thynne’s exile came to an end. 
His relatives made a compromise with his 
creditors, aud he returned to London 
some short time before the outbreak ef the 
war against Germany. ‘hus whitewashed 
he was once more enabled to figure in 

ood company in his own country, and 

wady Townshend came in his way. He 
offered a perfect contrast to her husband. 
In fact, Lady Townshend fell deeply in love 
with Lord Thynne, andall the world was 
aware of it but the person chiefly comeerned, 
LadyTownshend’s lord. It was talked of in 
society. Whiie his lordship was absent on 
his philanthropic missions his wife took her 
daily turn in the row, and the new friend of 
the family was always by her side. It was 
talked of at the clubs, for her old admirer at 
last grew s0 unguarded in his attertions that 
it was impossible for even men to shut their 
eyes. Women had long been in the se- 
cret, and when the outraged wife of Lord 
Thynne publicly upbraided Lady Towns- 
hend at a bali the scandal at last reached the 
husband’sears. But his trustful affection 
readily accepted the explanation that was 
offered, and his confidence was so firmly re- 
established. that when the Marechioness, in 
the latter part of 1872, took a trip to Paris, in 


"the company of Lord Thynne, the Marquis, 


who then lay iil at his country residence, did 
not even suspect the cause of her flight until 
three days after she had jeft his house. 
Capt. Gore, a brother to Lady Edward 
Thynue and Lord Macduff, now Ear! of Fife, 
a brother of Lady: Townshend,’ pursued the 
travelers, found them at a hotel in Paris, 
aud aiter amore or less stormy scene enliv- 
ened by a personal encounter between tie 
elderly Lord Edward and the youthful Lord 
Maeduff, persuaded Lady Townshend to re- 
turn to Engiaud, where she was received, 
doubtiess with enthusiasm, by her liege lord. 
For nine years the marquis chiefly occu- 
pied himself in persecuting street beggars 
and summoning refractory and avaricious 
cabmen, and he did not lay his eyes upon 
Lord Edward until, in sompeny with Col. 
Nepeau and Mr. Francis Ellis, he met him 
driving on the road between Saiisbury and 
Laverstock in the latter part of June, 1881. 
‘tbe marquis’ companions held the horses 
while he pummeled Lord Edward with a rid- 
ing-whip. The venerable Lord Edward—he 
was then 74—in his testimony before the 
Salisbury magistrate, before whom the mar- 
quis and his two friends were taken on the 
charge of assault and battery, statéd that 
while be was driving from Salisbury to 
verstock he met the defendants on the road, 
and the one who described himself as the 
Marquis Townshend, attacked him with a 
riding-whip, smashing his hat and drawing 
blood from his head. He was struck more 
than once by the marquis, who kept on -“z.

The shrill blowing ef police whistles in 
the neighborhood of Pine and Kearny 
Streets last night about 12 o’clock attracted 
a large crowd of persons who happened to 
be in the vicinity.

The Mutual Union Teiegraph Poles te be 
Removed.

Company. At the meeting of the Board of Pub- 
lic luprovyements this. morning this correspond- 
ence was submitted with a report by 
Gen. Turner, from which the following is extract- 
ed: “Itappears the Mutual Union Telegrapn 
ae is Jeased to the Western n- 
ion Telegraph Company and tliat the furmer has 
transferred all its business and turned over all 
its property in this city to the 
ng! and no longer exists, doing business 
n this city as a separate organization. 
Under these circumstances is Ae 
seen why all the permits heretofore issued by the 
Board of Public Improvements to the Mutual 
Union Telégraph Company to erect tele- 
graph poles on various streets should 
not be withdrawn and their sev- 
eral poles be ordered down. These 
permits were originally issued upon the plea that 
the Mutual Union Telegraph Company was a new 
company, and had come bere to cvinpete with tne 
old companies to reduce prices, and they 
asked to be given the same privileges to 
enter the city and to use tne streets that 
the old com ies enjoyed, and the particularly 
objectionabie route on Pine street, to the inter- 
section of Third street, whieh tuey asked for, was 
strongly urged on the ground that it was tie only 
route open to them to reach the Exchange Buila- 
ing, where they must - to do the 
business of the city. With the consolidatio n, 
nowever, ofthe M. U. T. Co. withthe W. U. T. 
0.. and the transfer of ali 
tormer company’s business to 
latter company, these reasons 
longer bave any force. and to leave these poles 
standing appears to be an unnecessary occupa- 
tion of the streets. The W. U. T. Company is 
fully equipped with its own lines and poles 
to do the combined business of the two 
eompanies. It certainly cannot be expected that 
a siugie telegraph company Cun be permitted to 
occupy two routes into the beart of a large city, 
encumbering with its poles two iines 
ot streets when one will suffice.

GIVE US GOOD STREETS. 

The worst blow to street reconstruction in 
St. Louis was not the opposition of the Real 
Estate Owners’ Protective Association. It 
was the discovery that in some cases at least 
reconstruction was a swindle. 

Property-holders have been made to pay as 
much as one-fourth the full value of their 
property for the pavement in front of it, 
This taxation is not merely excessi yg ; it is 
confiscation if they do not get the improve- 
ment for which they pay. But while the 
courts enforce the payment of the tax there 
seems to be no law to insure justice to the 
tax-payer. : 

On Seventh street the pavement which 
was laid down less than six months ago has 


‘already sunk down ina manner that proves 


thatit was never properly laid. Yet the 
work has been approved by the inspectors; 
the Street Commissioner has certified to it; 
the Board of Public Improvement have is- 
sued the bills and the swindle has been of- 
ficially adopted by the city government. 

We want street reconstruction but we do 
not want any business of this kind. We do 
not want the citizens swindled, and their 
money wasted merely to see the old ruts 
and quagmires reappear in the streets. 

Unless the work is honestly done it should 
not be done at all. 


Judges Norton and Hoveuof the 8u- 
preme Court have filed an opinion concur- 
ring in the decision of Supreme Court Com- 
missioner PHiILuirs in the case of DAVID 
Lone ys. Josepu Lona, but dissenting em- 
phaticalily from the position he took in his 
essay on the application of chapter 16, Wag- 
ner’s Statutes, to that case. 

They say that his decision was correct as 
far as it held the sale under the deed of trust 
invalid, because at the time of said sale 
there had been no such breach of conditions 
as to authorize the sale. But, after thus 
disposing of the case before him, the learned 
Commissioner delivered an elaborate opinion 
to the effect that notes and deeds of trust 
given to foreign corporations for loans of 
money are in contravention of the 
statutes and void. All that part 
of the opinion, Judges HouGH 
and NORTON regard as mere obiter dicta, the 
personal opinion of Judge PHILLIPS, and in 
contravention of the settled decisions of the 
Supreme Court on the point in question. 
They cite cases in which the Supreme Court 
has held that foreign corporations not en- 
gaged in the banking business may lawfully 
make loans in this State, and that such loans 
are not affected by the act referred to. 
They also cite numerous subsequent statutes 
recognizing the right of such foreign corpo- 
rations to loan money in this State. 

But Judges Norton and Hovugu are nota 
majority of the Supreme Court, and it may 
be that Judge PHILLIPS’ opinion and not 
theirs wiil turn out to be the decision of the 
Supreme Court when the question of sus- 
taining its former decision on this point 
comes before it. Supreme Courts change 
and the stare decisis rule depends a good 
deal upon who has to apply it. It seems to 
us that the plain letter of the law sustains 
Judge PHILLIPS,and though itis said that he 
can practice law and defend Frank JAMES 
without violating the law prohibiting Judges 
from practicing, because a Commissioner is 
not a Judge, we would not be surprised if he 
should prove to be Judge enough to reverse 
the Supreme Court decision in the case of 
the Connecticut Mutual vs. ALBERT et al. 
The only safe way to deal with this question 
is by promptly repealing the old statute 
against loans by “foreign” corporations. 


THE LEGAL TENDER DECISION. 

The last legal tender decision of the 
United States Supreme Court is in effect 
only adecision that the power of Congress 
to issue treasury notes and make them a 
legal tender for all debts, public or private, 
is the same in peace asin war, and that the 
power to issue such notes includes the power 
to reissue them. 

As something was said in a former decision 
about the state of civil war and the dire 
necessities of the Government at the time 
the legal tender act was enacted, some peo- 
ple took up anotion that the said act had 
been sustained asa war measure only, and 
that the court would not sustain the exer. 
cise of any such power by Congress in time 
of peace. Accordingly a case was brought 
before the court to test the validity of the 
act of 1878 providing for the reissue of 
legal tenders to take the place of others 
redeemed by the Treasury onthe resump- 
tion of specie payments. The validity of 
that att is sustained by all the Justices ex. 
cept FIELD, whose dissenting opinion, does 
not rest upon the “war power’ idea at all, 
butupon the ground he has taken in all 
former legal tender cases—a denial of the 
power of Congress to make anything but 
gold or silvera legal tender in payment of 
debts, in peace or war. | 

This power, which is expressly prohibited 
to the States and not delegated to Congress, 
Justice FIELD holds to be neither incidental 
nor necessary to the exercise of any of the 
delegated powers, and therefore unconstitu- 
tional. He denies the power to make the re- 


eccept, and that he is entirely out of the 


issue a legal tender, just as he pronounced 


the act making the original issue a iegal ten- 
der unconstitutional. The other Judges, 
holding the validity of the original acta 
res adjudicata, declare the act of 1878 
also valid, as the exercise of a power which 
the framers of our Constitution intended to 
confer, and did confer, on Congress, with 
the power to borrow money, issue notes, 
coin money and regulate the value thereof. 
As to the proper time for the exercise of this 
power, whether in peace or war, the Court 
says “‘that is a political question to be deter- 
mined by Congress as the exigency arises, 
and not a judicial question to be afterwards 
passed upon by the courts.”’ 

This may be regarded as a final settlement 
of the question so far as the judiciary is 
concerned: There will always be a large 
and respectable class of constitutional doc- 
trinaires who regard these decisions as a 
dangerous extension of a power’ not dele- 
gated and not intended to be granted to Con- 
gress, and the Supreme Bench may hereafter 
be filled with men who hold such views. 
But they will never dare to overrule these 
decisions until public sentiment in and out 
of Congress is converted to the doctrine that 
Congress cannot be safely entrusted with 
such power.

A MEXICAN ITEM. 

The story that Captain Eaps’ projected 
Ship Railway across the Isthmus of Tehuan- 
tepec had failed to secure the needed money 
in London may be easily believed. English 
capitalists would not be likely to invest fifty 
millions of dollars in astock which could 
not be quoted on the stock exchange, ana 
no Mexican stocks can be listed there. The 
rules forbid the listing of any stock in en- 
terprises carried on in countries ,with which 
England holds no diplomatic relations, and 
England will not hold relations with any 
country which has pledged its faith to En- 
giish people and repudiated the obligation. 
Two years ago, when Mexico was trying to 
compromise the English debt, England sent 
a special envoy, Sir SPENCER St. JOHN, to 
Mexico, butas the debt question was not 
settled he never presented his credentials 
and returned home.

With thirty feet of water 
over the bar there will be more commerce 
carried on by that busy little city in two 
years than all Mexico is likely to furnish in 


fifty years.

THE PEOPLE’S FORUM. 


Where the Readers of the Post-Dispatch 
Find a Hearing* 

To the Editor of the Post-Digpatch. 

A cara in a tate issue of the Post-DisPaTca in 
relation to paying for granite paving by scheme 
for taxing gas, keeps well on the side of the 
“bear interest” in St. Louis. By the Scheme and 
Charter, weaithy citizens put a limit to the taxes 
going into the city’s fuad from which the street 
improvements were paid. There was not enough 
provided for good streets. Granite work was 
postponed for years. Consider the past; lime- 
stone has formed one of the large items of the 
city’s expenditures, but it was quarried within the 
city limits on the premises of St. Louis property 
holders. The card sets forth that there is a gran- 
ite monopoly “oppressing St. Louis from which 
there is no escape,” and that “there is Dut one 


firm of ite contractors in the city.” If the 
Real Estate Protective Association or other citi- 
zens feel cold avout this new departure they can 
get into the granite business and warm to a 
desire for public improvement. The w mon- 
opoly may be made to give different phases. If 
the Supreme Court bad uecided againsi the legal 
ity of the special tax for street a 
complaindnis would have monopolized certain 
amounts of street benefits with smiies, while 
contractors would have veen perfectly welcome 
to monopolize the grumbling at a great loss. 
Surely the new city charter was not intended 
for a trap for contractors. The legal contest 
against spetial taxation for street improvements 
tended tu prevent contractors from entering ftnto 
the business. Opposition, uacertainty, sbilt- 
ing schemes make monopoly possible. Who fos- 
ters the supposed monopoly ia — or how 
long it may exist so oppressively, is of less im- 
portance, however, than the shiiting of the cost 
upon others—privates ia the rear rank—the gas 
consumers for example. . 

The card proceeds to advocate the idea of en- 
larging the powers of the old gas companies, and 
irum an incume thereby secured pave the streets 
in a limited degree. Among the li bts and shades 
of the gas question in St. Louis are maby strange 
things. This is one. It was proposed once be- 
fore; itdied and should remain buried. It will 
not be conducive to harmony to counect those 
vexed questions In such a@ way as to affect the 
progress of street improvemeut. The payment of 
@ perceiMage on gas bills to the general fund of 
the city may be a sugar coating to the privileges 

vending between toe city and the gas conipanies. 

ut not as to street paving; at an eariy day the 
gas Cousumers would wonder why they should pay 
iudireetly for work wuich the parties bDehefitly 
decline to pay for directly. The gas question 
would then assume a different phase, street im- 
provements being dependent thereon would be 
checked, and the course of pubiic lumprovement 
would be affected in many ways. 

It is easy to be relieved of the so-called “‘mo- 
nopoly in granite.” Let those who complain put 
money into the business, then opposition wiil 
cease, bills will be paia and the city will at some 
time attain the hopes of ten years ayo.

Want of Up-River Data. 


Sergeant Weber Gives Some of the Rea- 


sons Why the Dockery Bill Should 
Pass. 


The biil recently introduced by Congressman 
Dockery of Missouri appropriating $12,000 to the 
extension of the river department of the Signal 


commercial circles wherever its par- 
poses are understood, the necessity for 
such extension- being terribly emphasized 
by the recent and present  disasirous 


floods in the Ohio and Lower Mississippi rivers. It 
is susceptible of demonstration that had such a 
bill been passed two years ago hundreds of thou- 
sands of doliars’ worth of property in the great 
Ohio Valiey would have been saved by timely 
warnings from Oid Probs, whose reputation among 
common folk is daily improving. Even 
with the scant service which the 
department has been enabled to pay for 
in that region, the unprecedented flood was pre 
dicted ten davs before it reached a dangerous 
stage. A PostT-DISPATCH reporter this moraiug 
met Sergeant Weber, whois in charge of the St. 
Louis Signal Station, and asked him as to the 
purposes of the Doekery bill. 

“It is a bill which should receive the support of 
every man who has a dollar’s interest in the com- 
merce of the Mississippi,Missouri or Ohio River,’’ 
saidhe. “it does not require much argument to 
show that when men are engaged in shipping by 
river, or have property exposed to the encronch- 
ments of the current, a ilitle timely notice of a 
sudden rise, or of the maximum height which a 
gradual flood will reach, is certain to be ef great 
value. For instance, if a steamboat line fs 
loading a fleet of barges for along trip, itis in- 
terested in knowing what the stage of water 1s to 
be during that trip, as such knowledge will make 
a difference, maybe, of thousands 
of tons in the amount of freight 
which the barges can undertake te carry. At 
present, however, the data which we are enabled 
to obtain are s° meagre that it is iropossible for us 
to furnish any very accurate iuformation to the 
ublicas to What the stages inthe Missouri or 
ississippi are to be.”’

WASHINGTON, March 1.~—As forecasted in my 
etter to the Post-Disratcu two weeks or more 
ago, Mr. Rodney D. Wells . has been appointed to 
the St. Louis Postmastership. The President 
made a long search for somebody to fill a position 
80 ably occupied by Mr. Samuel Hays, and while 
Mr. Wells may notbe in ali particulars the 
man he wanted, he comes nearer filling the re- 
quirements than anybocy else suggested, and for 
that reason the favor was passed to him at che 
eleventh hour. The President never had a doubt 
of the honesty and business qualifications of Mr. 
Wells, but he may bave had misgivings as to his 
political tact and influence, which in the present 
instance enter into the count. I 


repeat what I said before, that the President 
haa been looking for a man who could assist him 
with the Missouri delegation at Chicago. But it 
must not be supposed that Mr. Wells was nomi- 
nated solely on the ground that he ts a Republiic- 
an in St. Louisof good standing, who had not 
beev attacned actively to either the Filley or the 
Silk Stecking element, and, therefore, in a po- 
sition to bring about harmony between the two 
raging factions; quite to the contrary, he hada 
very powerful backing. Some account of what 
he has done aud what has been done for him may 
be appropri.te just now. The term 
of office to which Mr. Hays was a 
pointed expired February 27, 1883, a little 
over one year ago, and,as it was generally agreed 
in St. Louis that he would be his own succesgor, 
it was not tll lastfall, when Mr. Hays de- 
clared that he would not apply for the place 
again, that the names of others were brought out 
anda half dozen candidates launched into the 
fieid. One afternoon in October, as Mr. Wells 
was going home from his store on Main street, he 
met a gentleman, well known in St. Louis, who 
snggested that he was the proper man to succeed 
Mr. Hays, and that, as there was to be a new 
postmaster, he ought to send in his application at 
once. This was tie first time the idea nad struck 
Mr. Wells, but he took to it at once and proceed- 
ed to cousult Gov. Fletcher, who agreed to rec- 
ommend him favorably to the Post Office 
Department at Washington, and who 
further agreed to draw up his ap- 
plication. 3ut before sending in his application 
he had an interview with a newspaper man who 
is accredited with influence, and he also learned 
from Mr. Hays in person that he would not be an 
applicant for reappointment. A very strong pe- 
tition in his Dehali was signed by several hunared 
business men, and among those who wrote letiers 
urging the own was Mr. George Bain, 
who said in substance that he believed Mr. Wells 
would unite and harmonize the Republicans of 
$t. Louis. Mr. Wells also wentto United States 
District Attorney W. H. Bliss, but that gentleman 
romptly told him that be Nad agreed to support 
Mir. George Fishback.which he did very earnestly 
as long as there was a prospect of success. 
Mr. Weils came out of St. Louis with a 
strong home backing, but the main political 
influences that operate iu bis behalf. come frorn | 
outside the city. He is an old friend of Gen. 
Drake, of Centerville, lowa, a gentleman of wide 
acquaintance among Republican politicians and 
great influence. Through him be got the active 
assistance of Kasson, Hepburn and Allison of 
lowa. A Republican Congressman from Seuth- 
ern Ilunois was also very earnest in his Dehalf, 
and so was Senator Hawiey of Connecticut and 
Senator Blairof New Hampshire. Judge Jeof- 
ford oi Mississippi was also his friend and suv was 
ex-Senator Bruce, now Register of the Treasury. 
One of the most recent influences prought to bear 
in his behalf was Mr. Milton Turner 
of Missouri, who came here some days 
since. On Thursday last he and 
ex-Senator Bruce called on the President and 
had a most cordial interview with him. Both 
strongly urged the appointment of Wells, the im- 
portant statement being made by Mr. Turner 
that he believed such an appointment would 
more nearly meet the wishes of the colored voters 
ef St. Louis and Missouri than any other. The 
President seemed to be very much pleased at this 
information, and said he had determined to de- 
lay no longer and that he would sendin a@ name 
on the next day (Frigay), which he did.

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THE STEKNBERG DIVORCE. 


Fercible Language Used by the Higher Court 
in Affirming the Decree. 

The divorce granted Clementine Sternberg from 
her husband, Bernard Sternberg, in the Circuit 
Court,was affirmed. Tne grounds upon which she 
sued for divorce were indignities to her person 
such as rendered her condition intolerable. The 
parties were marriedin April, 1865, aud finaliy 
separated in June, 1882, after living together for 
a periog of seventeen years. They had four 


children, two boys and two girls, the eldest being 
13 years of age. Sternberg was areal estate 
agent and did a good business wutil 1875, when he 
Was arres for converting to his own use $599 
of a trust fund of a bevevolent society. 
He was lod in jailfor eighty days in deiauilt 
of ball, and this seems to have been the begin- 
hing of the troubles, cares and anxieties that 
ultimately led him toso maitreat his wife that 
she was compelied to sue for a divorce. Her first 
sull Was brought in 1876, she having been cum- 
iled at that time to go to Kimmswick, Mo., to 
ive Wiil some of her relatives. At his earnest 
solicitation she had the case dismissed and came 
to St. Louis to live with hiin, He could not make 
enough to support his family and she obtained a 
position as teacher in a public sehoo 
at a salary of $60 4 month. At this 
he became {furious and attacked ali 
teachers as persons of bad repute. He @ was 
angry with ther during the entire time she was 
teaching and adused ber cCoutinually. Finally be 
he went one day and resigued her position for 
her. Agaiu she sued for divorce and again had 
the case dismissed — bis representation tiiat 
he would do better. Ina short while, however, 
the old state of tiiings prevaiied and he conid 
beither support his iamily nor bimeeif 
and would not permit her to resume 
her position as teacher. The final suit for 
divorce was brought and the «decree was 
granted her. The Court of Appeals in its opinicn 
says: ‘Enough, Wwe think, appears 
to ow that the Diaintiff hag made 
out a case of such indignities as render- 
ed her condition intolerable within the meaning 
of the statute. We say this wiih a deep feeling ot 
responsibility, which the law aud tue welfare of 
seciety impose upon us in tnese cases. The erime, 
the disgrace, the verty. must ail be jeft 
out of view as substaniive grounds of di- 
voree. The shame, the anxiety, the physical saf- 
fering produced by the excessive toil which they 
eutaied upon her must be consid- 
ered ig estimating the effect upon 
her of the violent and opprobrivus 
conduct of the husband towards her. Tue evi- 
dence shows that tne dismissal by the wife of ber 
previous actions, first in 1876 and then in 1879, and 
ber return to ber husband resulted onty in tem- 
porary mitigation of the continued ii 
usage which she received from him. 
We shall not put her back into a situation where 
she may be obliged either to part witli the custody 
of her younger Children or again lo submit to the 
ill-usage.”’

As 
soon as this was learned he was removed from the 
hospital to the solitary prison, where he will be kept.

St. Louis has among its clergymen of the vari- 
ous Genominations as many gentiemen who are 
Known for their scholarly attainments and their 
eloquence as any city in the Union. Several of 
the ve secured a name which has long since 
ex the bounds of this city and the West.Tne 
following pen. pictures will be found to furnish 
very interesting reading: « 

REV. DR. W. G. ELIOT 


is a gentiema n who it will be conceaed takes first 
lace in the méntion of tninigters in this city. He 
s not an active clergyman, Navine closed his 
pastoral duties when he severed his connection 
with the old Church of the Messiah. Dr. Eliot, it 
can be truthfully sald, represents the greatest 
one-man power iu the city of St. Louis, The state- 
ment that his moral influence is greater than any 
other man’s in this city cannot be disputed. And 
all this force is wrapped up in a small, slight 
body, whose physical is in inverse ratio to its 
moral weizht. itis extremely doubtful that he 
could persuade a correct Fairbanks scale to re- 
cord him as weighing over 100 pounds, and if he 
were to ° stand up against ae wail 
five feet and a half of line 
would go far above his silver-haired head. His 
large, dark. oo eyes gaze out at an audi- 
ence from a rather sallow, high-cheeked face, and 
lis aged, withered lips close over a mouth that 
indicates, as Occasions demand, womanly tender- 
ness or manly decision. Heis over 70 years 0 
age. slender in form, and his cheeks aad chin are 
partially covered with thin white hair. He aress- 
és in proadcloth, Wears a cape overcoat, and at 
times leans upon an umbrella, which appears to 
oceupy nearly as much space folded up as when 
opened ont. Since bis resignation of the pastor- 
ate of the Church of the Messiah and his tarewell 
to his Unitarian congregation Dr. Eliot has de- 
voted himseif to the dual pur of correcting 
the morals of St. Louis and advancing the eanca- 
tional interests of Washington University and its 
fledgelings, the paterenty of which he may 
ome: y aecused of, He has been chancellor of the 
Jniversity for many years and under his foster- 
ing care the Manual Training Schoo!, the Mary 
Institute and the Si. Louis Schooi of Fine Arts 
have grown to their present great dimensions. 
He has been the aaptoenve foe of every form of 
vernicious, national, State and municipai lezisla- 
tion, the uncompromising enemy of every move- 
ment which exhibited a tendency to lower the 
ciiy’s morals; and the champion of every 
measure calculated to advance the good interesis 
of the peopie of St. Louis. 
RIGHT REY. P, J. RYAN, 
upon whom was iateiy conferred by the Pope the 
title of Archbishop,is oneoft the most widely 
knowu Roman Cathbulic clergymen in the country. 
He is in person very handsome, ts tall and portly, 
aud is in fact the ideal bishop. His face expresses 
‘eat benevolence aud much intelleeiuality, He 
if very fine features, a fair complexion, biue 
eyes, red hair, worn long; bas a mauly walk, and 
wears the conventional bishop’s Oress, consisting 
ef a black broadcioth suit, a standing collar 
rounding at the bu:tun,a necktie of purple silk, 
andthe bishop’s ring, of amethyst, which he 
wears on the third finger of the leit hand. As an 
orator Arebbishop Ryan is forcible and impul- 
sive. His diction is extremely well chosen, but 
few of his sermons bear the tnark of midnight oil. 
He is agreeable and pleasant in 
inanners, is sympathetic, and very 
accessible to the poor. He lives in 
a handsome resideace on Pine street, No. 2116. 
Arcibishop Ryan, some years ago, preacned ihe 
Lenten sermons in Kome, with such eloqueuce as 
to at ounce give him a Ligh standing among thie 
Roman Catuolics in Europe, as weil as in this 
country. 
BISHOP ROBERTSON, 
who presides over tis diocese of the Episcopal 
Chureh, is a fine-looking man, above the average 
in heignl, bas a smooth, round face, handsome 
features und abead weil covered wich a sui of 
brown hair. He is rather woo stout ww be consia- 
ered a five figure, but is well proportioned other- 
wise. Few bishups 100k as Well as be In the pui- 
pit or Ou the altar platform. He is learned, out 
not at all pretentious. He makes no attempt at 
oratory, reading bis sermons quietiy ana with 
ease. He is fuund more frequevtly at Christ 
Chureb than at other, although 
the performance of his diocesan duves 
call bim to many places. Bishop 
Robertson is very genial in his mauner, and is ai- 
ways made a livn of socially. 
EBEISHOP BOWMAN 
of the St. Louis Methodist Conference is a smai! 
man, almost as slighg in figure as Dr. Eliot. He 
is venerable in app®aratice, his hair being White 
as snow. He has arich florid complexion. a 
smooth, clear-cut face, anda miid blue eye. His 
couversation is spiritea, and his sermons are 
more like confidential talks than puipit dis- 
courses. He hgs traveled ail over the world, has 
read @xtensively, and, witha fine command of 
language avd a genial disposition, is a most 
charming conversauoualist.

A Chat With the Man Who Led 
Yale to Victory. 


« , 


Hand-Ball and Sparring as Aids to 
Training—The Wrestling Match To. 
Night—Sporting Sundries and Gossip. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

CINCINNATI, March 3.—Your correspondent 
met the weli-known college athlete and instruct- 
or in physical culture, W. C. Camp of Yale Col- 
lege, and in the course of an interesting interview 
gained considerable information on college ath- 
letics. Mr. Camp isa graduate of Yale, of the 
class of ’80, and is about 30, handsome, and an 
Apollo in buila. He is at present engaged at 
Yale as director of the athletic department of the 
college currmuium, and during the summer 
montbs directs his attention to the base-ball in- 


terests of Yale. 
“What course of instruction do you generally 


pursue in getting your nine in shape for a sea- 
son’s campaign?” the Post-DisPaTcH scribe 


asked. 

“Well, of course, the gymnasium work in win- 
ter absorbs the greatest portion of the course of 
training, and, I tell you, it works admirably. The 


itener ana catcher, and,in fact, all those in train- 
fog for the nine practice every day in a long 
“cage” or alley, With board floor, and, this being 
set aside especially for their use, they 
jump in and play as_ though playing 
ii a reguiar game. The exercise is 
very beneficial, and iis results are best seen lu

A lew eye-openers sharpeu 
his perceptive abilities, while a gentle tapping oa 
his breast and shoulders spurs his y guard.

Friday contains the 
following details of the divorce suit of Mrs, Mont- 
gomery Roosevelt Schuyler against ber husband. 
Mr. Sctuyier is well known here, being the son of 
Rev. Dr. Schuyler, who for many years has been 
rector of Christ Church in this city. The WORLD 
Savs: 

One of those curious cemplications which some- 
times come to light in courts vefore which divorce 
cases are brought occurred on Thursday in Pofia- 
deiphia, where Mis. Monigomery Rooseveil 
Schuyler, through ker counsel, Mr. George Bid- 
die, entered a suit tor divorce against her 
husband. The parties interested are promi- 
nent New Yorkers, and tave long beeu well- 
known in the most fashiovable society. Mrs. 
Schuyler is the daughter of Mr. James 
Roosevelt, who resides at No. 4 West Filty- 
seventh street,and who isa brother of the late 
Theodore Roosevelt and a prominent director in 
the Metroptitan Opera House. She is a cousin of 
Assemblyman Theodure Rovsevyeit. Sie was 
married to Mr. Schuyler, who is a relative, in 
Grace Church in March, 1877, aud their brilliant 
wedding is still well remembered by society poo- 
ple. Mr. Sehuyler, for some tume before his mar 
riage, lived in lilinois. He was educated ai the 
Navai Academy ai Aunapolis, but leit in 1866, be- 
fore his graduation, and eutered the merchait- 
marine service, He made a voyage to 
China lasting eighteen montis, then traveled for 
some years and afterwards lived in St. Louis and 
at Grand Tower, lil. After lis marriage le lived 
with bis wife at Grand Tower and on Siaten 
Island, and afterwards they went to housekeep- 
ing at No. 29 East Nineteewth streetin this city. 
Mr. Schuyler is well Koown here as a promineut 
yacbisMan, and is wuniversaily respected. He 
was a prominent member of the Seawauhaka 
Corinthian Yacit Club at its formation at Oyster 
Bay some ten yveurs ago, and iast yeur Was its 
secretary. He is the owner of the cutter yacit 
Yolande, which was built fer him by Mr. Henry 
Piepgtas, some four years ago. At one time be 
wus the executor of the Reeseveit estate, but in 
cousequence of his home unhappiness, which be- 

an about (\Wo years ago, and pow culminates 

n this divorce suit, he resigned his position aud 
bas since been in business on his own account, 
and with the firm of Roosevelt & Howland. 
In her affidavit, presented on Thursday, Mrs. 
Schuyler staies that her husband deserved her at 
their house in East Nineteenth street at Curtst- 
mas, 1881, and has remained away ever since. It 
is said by friends of Mr. Schuyler and by persons 
familiar with the matter that it is with his con- 
sent that this suitis brought. It is said by those 
who are presumably in a position to Know some- 
thing of the bistory of the family trouble that Mr. 
Schuyler left his wife because she would not 
break off {riendly relations with aman whom he 
did not ike. This mau was a Frenchman whose 
acquaintance she made in the winter of 1880, 
while Le Was on a Visit to this country, aud who 
permittea people. to believe him single, whie 
im tact he was married, Mr. Sciuyler. it is suid, 
found this party, to whom he had iakev a serious 
dislike, calling at his house one day when he 
probably supposed its proprietor would pot be at 
bone, and pen pow ordered i.ilm out He then 
left himself and never returned. Mrs. schuyier 
soon ufter took up her resiience at the Aldine 
Hotel, in Philadelphia, aud has since remained 
there. Mr. Schuyler has had the UbsWwervilg sup- 
port and sympathy of many triends through ail 
his trouble.

University Club Reports. 

Ata meeting of the University Club Saturday 
night, a statement was submitted by the Board of 
Directors in explanation of its recommendation 
that an extraordinary assessment of $50 per mem- 
ber be made, iu order to meet the liabilities al- 
ready matured, and to place the cludon a firm 
fooling again. The statement was very elabo- 
rate. It showed that at the beginning of the year 
the liabilities amounted to $16,444 55, and the nom- 
inal assets to $10,378 30. Of these assets, however, 
there were some which were of no value at all, 


while the balance were unavailable, inasmuch as 
they consisted of restaurant —— etc., which 
the club was Dound tocarry. Hence the net in- 
debtedness was, so far as its pracucal treatment 
was concerned, the entire amount of $16,444 55, 
and as some of it dated back to 1882, as creditors 
were clamorous, as some suiis were 
pending aud more threatened, the 
board felt that something should be 
done at once to ‘sponge it out.” It was to meet 
this emergency thatthe Board recommended the 
$50 assessmeut, Which would enabie the payment 
of all outstanding indebtedness, and leave a fund 
of $8,524 47 for rupning expenses for 1884. At 
present there is a loss of $600 per month on the 
resiaurant, which loss, by certain reforms now 
in contemplation, isto be reduced to $300 per 
month. In fact, oneé out of debt,the Bourd sees 
its Way Clear to Keep out, and thinks the assess- 
ment the mosé raiiona! solution of the hard prob- 
lem presented. With the light given by this 
statement, the club became notified that the 
boara was rightin ts recommendation, and its 
report was adopted by a vote which was nearly 
ubabimous.
